(HE building of an all American 


football .eleven this year is 
harder than ever before, al- 
though none tho less interest- 


ing. There Is a wealth of good ma- 
terial for somo positions, notably cnt 
guard and fullback, all ot which " 
practically on a por. 
For others It 


Is almost Impossible to pick and choose 
without working a hardship. The ex- 
cuse. If ona must bo sought, for the 
naming of an all star cloven lips in 
the opportunity U affords for a gen- 
eral comparison of the various players 
who made football history during the 
season Just closed. There Is something 
In a. ranking which appeals to the av- 
erage lover of sports, to say nothing of 
the stimulation it affords to the con- 
testants In whatever branch to greater 
effort There are scores of critics who 
take It upon themselves to pick an all 
American football team, and of neces- 
sity there must be a difference of oplr 
Ion as to the relntlvo merits ot the 
many players. 
The Ideal team must be mada up of 


players who were able to shinn indi- 
vidually: of men who were reasonably 
consistent throughout the season; of 
men who were equally fast and ae- 
Krei&lve. whether on tho attack or on 
the defense: of men who proved their 
resourcefulness as well as their skill; 
of men who stood out above, their fel- 
lows In the bilf Kiines of the year when 
most was at stake. I have considered 
all these points in naming the all 
American and substitutes for 1809 as 
here published, with a view, however, 
to men who would prove effective and 
bo adaptable for the proper develop- 
ment of team work and a comprehen- 
sive schemo of attack and defense. 


Without generalizing 
further 
the 


various positions with the candidates 
considered may be token up in'order. 


Ends. 


Since the football rules were revised 


somo four years nl:o speedy, reliable 
ends are almost of tho Urst Importance. 
They must be quick to get down the 
field under punts, suro tacklers in the 
open, clean handlers of tho forward 
pass nnd quick to diagnose opposing 
plays and over ready to take advantage 
of fumbles or to secure the ball on on- 
side kicks. Of all ends this year two, 
In my opinion, stand out above the 
others as possessing all theso qualifi- 
cations—Kilpatrlck of Yalo and Begnlcr 
of Brown. Others worthy of consid- 
eration are Rademacher and Pottl- 
John of Minnesota and Helfsnlder ot 
Annapolis, Vaughn of Yalo and Smith 
of Harvard. Borlcske of Michigan. 
Who had his leg broken some weeks 
ago, would como pretty near being, 
given a position on the team were ha 
able to finish tho season out. 


Rllpatrick played the most brilliant 


game of tho year, in my judgment, and 
aa an. end compares favorably with such 
old stars as Campbell of Harvard. 
Hlnkey of Yalo and Davis and Henry 
of Princeton. It was almost Impossible 


• to box him up. He covered punts with 


almost Instinctive sureness, while his 
tackling waa hard, certain and effec- 
tive.
